FORD MILLION DOLLAR 
UBEL SUIT OPENED 


MOUNT CLEMENS,

12.—Henry Ford’s million dollar libel 
suit against 
the 
Chicago 
Tribune, 
which was first brought in 1916, was 
opened in circuit court 
here 
today, 
Judge J. O. Tucker presiding. 
The 
suit was entered when the Tribune, in 
an editorial, referred to Ford as an 
anarchist because of Ford’s stand on 
military preparedness during the Mex- 
lean border trouble. 
Action was first brought in federal 
court at Chicago but later was defer­ 
red and brought into the Michigan 
court. 
Both sides have engaged high 
legal talent to represent them. 
It was expected three weeks would 
be necessary for the selection of a 
jury. The trial itself will extend over 
two months, it was believed. 


The second asked that the 400,000

The latest communications followed 
two submitted by the Germans last 
week, one of which asked immediate 
admission of Germany to the league 
of nations.

To the first the Allies replied by re­ 
ferring the Germans to the league cov­ 
enant which shows how Germany may 
seek membership.

To the second the Allies stated the> 
would not admit discussion of their 
right to enforce the terms substantial­ 
ly as drafted. Couriers are rushing 
back and forth between Versailles and 
Berlin like shuttlecocks, keeping the 
German government posted on prog­ 
ress of the official translation of the 
treaty and whatever information is 
gathered by the delegates. 
Both sides are now carrying on prop­ 
aganda as vigorous as that during the 
war. 
Chancellor 
Scheidemann’s 
speech to the national assembly and 
German editorial comment fall in this 
category, while the British and French 
press are displaying great vindictive­ 
ness toward the enemy. 
Some Factions Dsviate 
Despite this propaganda some fac­ 
tions of either side appear inclined to 
deviate from the accepted attitude re­ 
garding the treaty. The Socialist Fed- 
eration of the Seine department, it 
was announced, passed resolutions to­ 
day declaring the treaty worse than 
that of Brest-Litovsk. 
According to 
the resolutions the terms “violate self- 
determination’’ and “show the im­ 
perialism of the entente.” 
It was learned today that President 
Wilson does not plan to submit an ac­ 
tual treaty of alliance 
joining 
the 
United 
States and 
England 
with 
I France to the coming session of con- 
I gross. 
Instead he merely intends to 
present the proposal for such an al­ 
liance. 
The senate would then have 
an opportunity to discuss the matter 
and if it signifies approval of such a 
plan for defense of France the treaty 
could be drawn up and formally sub­ 
mitted.

By FRED S. FERGUSON 
(Copyiight 1919 by the United Press) 
pA R IS, May 12.—The Austro-Hun­ 
garian peace terms, while designed 
to reduce the former monarchy to 
the status of a third class nation, will 
provide for its economic rehabilitation, 
it was learned from an authoritative 
source today. 
The treaties, though not yet com­ 
pleted, are expected to be ready for 
presentation this week. 
The outstand­ 
ing feature naturally will be the defini 
tion of boundaries. 
This will officially 
establish the independence of Hungary 
and the two republics of C zechoslo­ 
vakia and Jugo-Slovakia. 


No doubt will 1^ allowe I lo remain 
regarding the independence of German 
Austria. Not ooh was this specified 
in tho German treaty but necessity 
for approval <by the council of the 
league of Nations of any un'-cn with 
Germany will be'; rodded in the Aus­ 
trian treaty. 
As in the Gorman treaty the first 
section of the Austro-Hungarian pacts 
will be the League of Nations. Other 
salient poilus, the United Press is able 
to stale, will he as follows: 
Boundaries.— \ustria will be reduc­ 
ed to what is now known as German 
Austria. Banat ant# Temasvar will be 
awarded to J a go-Slav la. 
In Hie Hun­ 
garian treaty a large jwrt of Transyl­ 
vania will go to Juigo-Sla/via. A large 
part of Tyrol will go to Italy. Regard­ 
less of the outcome of the Flume dis­ 
pute, Austria and Hungary will be giv­ 
en access to the sea. 
This would be 
in the form of the right to use the 
railways and docks in Plume. 
Will Reduce Armies 
Military.—The Austrian and Hun­ 
garian armies will be reduced to mere 
police forces. 
They" must 
be 
main­ 
tained ou a volunteer basis, as con­ 
scription will Ive abolished. All muni­ 
tions and artillery will ibe surrender­ 
ed, including any remaining big siege 
guns. Hungary will be required to re­ 
duce her fortifications on the Ruman­ 
ian frontier. 
Naval.—All except a nominal num­ 
ber of warshiim will be surrendered. 
Economic.- The ecenomic provisions 
will be along the same line as those 
of the German treaty, save that the 
conditions will be 
infinitely 
easier 
owing to the breaking up of the em­ 
pire. 
Pre-war debts will be shared 
by the 
Czechoslovak*; 
Jugo-Slavs, 
Austria:w and Hungarians in the pro­ 
portion of their incurring obligations 
while they were a part of the empire 
Reparation.—A permanent financial 
commission will 
be 
established 
to 
handle indemnities, aa in the German 
treaty. 
The former parts of the em­ 
pire will be required to make an in­ 
itial payment within the means 
of 
their governments, the remainder be­ 
ing collected by the commission. 
Ex-Emperor Kart May Escape 
Responsibilities.—The 
responsibili­ 
ties section w ill carry the same provi­ 
sions for a trial of those guilty of 
criminal acts as the German treaty. 
There will be no provisions, however, 
for political

charges, thus assuring 
that

Someone, evidently with deliberate

THE HOUSING PROBLEM 


Army cots have been obtained from 
the government and set up in the 
churches throughout New York. This 
is one way in which that city is pro­ 
viding for those evicted by profiteer­ 
ing landlords because they could not 
meet the rentals demanded. 
Two thousand cots have already 
been provided, aud if necessary the 
army will furnish 5,000 tents to be 
•et up upon vacant lots adjoining the 
churches or in any other available 
•pot. 
This is the method by which one 
city Is meeting its housing problem. 
In connection with this provision for 
shelter, drastic investigations are go­ 
ing on to put a stop if possible to the 
unfair business of rent-raising at this 
dine. 
There Is hardly a city right now, 
imp a village either for that matter, 
but bas its bousing problem. We seem 
•uddenly to have outgrown our sup­ 
ply of homes as a child outgrows its 
elothes. 
The public building, if it is really 
intended for the public and not as a 
private club, justifies its erection at 
public expense when at such a time 
an this it is turned over to such use 
as New 
York is making of 
its 
Okarche*. School buildings and town 
balls should serve their turn as well 
where they are needed. 
Fortunately, none of the communi­ 
ties of Orange county has been driven 
to extreme measures. However, there 
are few communities of the county 
that are not in need of more houses. 
The remedy here is not housing in 
churches or public buildings. It is in 
the construction of more holmes. Pub­ 
licity organizations need not be so 
much concerned now with advertising 
campaigns to bring more people here 
as with persuading men of means to 
proceed at once to invest their sur­ 
plus cash in houses to rent and in 
persuading men and women now liv­ 
ing in rented houses to build homes of 
their own.

This is the thrift which our people 
came to know during the trying days 
of the war, and which should become 
a permanent American habit.
